127. (Previously presented) The system of claim 122, wherein the transaction 
control module is further operative for: 

receiving a balance increase request message from a POS terminal, the balalice 
increase request message indicating that the balance of the transaction account for the 
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benefit of the particular individual is to be increased by a requested amount and thaflthe 
individual has tendered a payment in the requested amount to the agent of the licei sed 
money transmitter, and 

in response to the balance increase request, communicating a message to credil the 
requested amount to the balance of the transaction account for the benefit of the individ lal 

128. (Previously presented) The system of claim 122, wherein the operation oJthe 
transaction control module for determining that the balance in the transaction acc< ^unt 
associated with the particular individual equals or exceeds the requested predeterm 
amount for the negotiable instrument comprises: 

receiving a PIN and an account number from the POS terminal puipordn; 
identify a transaction account associated with the particular individual; 

det«mining that the account number identifies a transaction account; 
deteraiining that the PIN identifies the individual as being authorized to access 
transaction account; and 

comparing the predetermined amount of the requested negotiable instrument 
any applicable fees to the balance of the transaction account. 



129- (Previously presented) The system of claim 122, wherein the transac ion 
control module is further operative for authori2dng the issuance of a plurality of negoti ible 
instruments so long as the balance in the transaction account contains adequate fi nds 
therefor.
